This being the diſpoſition of the Enemies within their 1 ines, 
I ſhall return to ſpeak of our own Aﬀairs at our Camp at Be- 
celar. "The 5th Major-General Dopf, Quarter-Maſter General 
of the Army, was ſent with a ftrong Detachment ro mark a 
Camp at St. Janſtein cappelle, which made us expect that che 
Army ſhould have March'd rowards Dixmuyde, or the Canal of 
Ipres ; but I believe it was to order the March of our deſtgn'd 
Detachments to Dixmwyde. The ſame day the Second _ 
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of Guards Commanded by the Duke of Ormond, came to the 
Camp, having been in Winter-Quarters at Breds, and Can- 
ron'd upon the Country to refreſh cheir Horſes, after having 
Tongs, His Majeſty from ws - Ghent, The yy day our 
Bread-W aggons were attack' a Party upon the way to 
Bruges, but the Party was repulſed, and Five and Tom 
the Km cede Priſoners. The Country all along, till you 
come near Bruges, was fo cloſe and woody, and ſo convenient 
for JurRi year's that our Conga _ wwe 
were attack'd by ſome Parry or other, whi could 
gain nothing, bur ſtil] had the worſe, yet that incommeded.cor 
Camp very much, by the great Detachments we were ill 
obliged to make, being then Eight Leagues from Bruges, and 
Eleven from Ghent ; 1o that ar firſt, Proviſions were not plen- 
ciful among us, bur that was ſoon taken care of by having re-

Country had Orders to bring in Proviſions upon pain,of 
being plunder'd, which they did very willingly, not looking 
upon us as Enemies, but Friends; being very deſirous tg be 
freed from the French Yoke, under which they have been eye 

ſince the Treaty of Nimeg«en, that [pres with its Chatellente.. 
was quitted to the French. Our Camp was not above a League 

and a half from pres, between Ipres and Menin ; fo that our 
Patrouilles. of Horſe went ſometimes to the Paliſades of the 
Town, We heard, that though the Enemies had provided for 
the defence of this place as well as their Line, yet they were 
apprehenſive of 8 Bombardment, and hy to unpave their 
Streets, which we could as eaſily have before Yilleroys 
face, as he afterwards Bombarded Brafſal in the preſence of 
Prince YVaudemont, of which Exploit they brag'd ſo much in 


France, But though the French Kings Manifeſto charges us 
with making it our principal glory of late to Bombard his Ma- 
ritime places, without any other advantage but that of doing 
miſchief ; yet if that had been the Temper of the Allies as 
much as it is of our Enemies, I believe that pres might have 
felt the malignity of our 1emper as well as Bruſſels did that of 
the French. 
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+ The 7th the Duke of Wirtemberg, with Colonel Goby of our June. 
Train of Artillery, went Very early 'in the Morning with a 
. good Eſcorte to Dixmuyde ; and the fame day Banmieres Brigade 
- "was detach'd to the Right to incamp near the Abbey of Sonne- 
$eck, ro guard the Avenues from —_— Camp, and keep 
in the Enemies Parties. The 8b Major-General Chirchill and 
Brigadier Bernſiorf were commanded with Eight Batrallions to

"S it. The gth by break of day, a Detachment of Three Hun-

We had 
Y bHereanOur-guard of Four Squadrons of Horſe, and a Detach- 
ment of One Hundred Foot ; but in the Night (the top of the 
Hill being open and expoſed to the Enemy) they retir'd co ſome 
Houſes and Defiles in the bottom to prevent the Enemies de- 
figns. This Derachment of the Enemies finding their' deſign 
fruſtrated, retired to their Lines, and Two of t deſerted 
over to us, taking this opportunity to make their eſcape ; for 
though deſertion 1s very common the French, yet bei 
incamped within their Lines, the paſſages were ſo kept that 
they could nor deſert but by ſuch ſhifts ; and theſe were the 
firſt thar came in ſince our being at Becelar, fo, near the Enemies. 
The ſame day Brigadier Fitspatrick, Colonel of His Majeſties 
Fuſiliers, came to the Camp from England, where he had re- 
mained ever ſince the Battle of Lander, where ,he was dange- 
rouſly wounded ; and in the Evening our Voluntiers went to 
joyn the Duke of Wirtembergs Army deſign'd to make an attempt

= . In the Aﬀernoon Mijor:General Chierchil came 
ro the Camp with his Eight Battallions, having paſſed through 
Dixmuyde chat Morning. In the Evening the Duke of Wirtem- 
pr ung rr wy to beat the Eremies from a Recrenchment, 
and ſome Houſes upon our Right near the Canal of Zoo, the 
whole was Commanded by Colonel Tiffeny as nh 9 and 
the Granadiers by Colonel Aaland.

Colonel 
Maitland who was to diſlodge the Enemy with his Granadiers, 
did it with all che Succeſs and Conduct that could be wiſh" 
and the Men went on with a great deal of Bravery and Cour 
and drove the Enemy from their Poſt, which they endeav 
in vain to recover two or three times ſucceſſively, coming 
with Sword in hand. We had ſeveral Granadiers killed and 
wounded. Colonel Tiffenys and Ferguſon; Regiments loſt moſt 
in this Aftion, Of Colonel Ferguſons Regiment , Captain 
Trumbal was killed, Major Bruce if M aitlanas wounded, and 
an Enſign killed 1 have nor ſeen the Liſt of Colonel Tifenys, 
but it was generally computed that our whole loſs in this Action 
amounted to abour Four Hundred Men killed and wounded, 
bur they grew almoſt co Thouſands by that time they came in 
the Pars Gazette, which certainly could not fall wi ſome 
flaughter among the. Enemies. We had three ſmall pieces of 
Cannon which wrap. this Attack, which is Q onely 
Cannon we fir'd againſt the place ; The ſmall Shot was indeed 
very brisk on both ſides, the whole Night, and we could hear 
it very plain from our Camp at Becelar : And though it does 
not appear that we had any real deſign againſt this place, but 
only to amuſe the Enemy, yer it was neceſſary for us to make 
this Attack becauſe the Poſts from whence we drove the Enemy 
were 
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were very inconvenient to us upon our Right. The Duke of Jaye. 


Wirtemberg had ſome Artillery from Dixmuyde, with Morter- 
pieces and Bombs, 'rwas never taken out of the Boars to 
mount upon the Batteries, except the three Field-pieces now

As for what paſſed of the EleQtor of Bavaria's fide, which 
we have left incamped before the Enemies Line berween Cour- 
tray and the Scheld, wich his Head Quarter at Caſtres, between 
Tighem and Kirkbove, he made upon his arrival here great pre- 
parations of Faſcines, as if he had —_— ro attack the Line : 
And the $:þ he went wich Three Thoutand Horſe and Dragoons 
to obſerve the Enemies Works. They had an out-poſt ata Mill 
without their Line near St. Den, which hindered our approach, 
which Major-General F age! was ordered to attack with the By- 
wachr of the Army (that is a Captain, Lieutenant, and Enſign, 
and Sixty Men of every Regiment, which are ſtill ready to 
march out upon any occaſion, with Fiel-\-Officers proportion- 
ably ) and with the Granadiers. The Enemies had here a good

- Qor of Bavaria after this Action continued in his Camp at 


Caſtres, and we at Becelay, ſtill leavinggghe Enemies in doube, 
whether we ſhould attack them in their Lines, whilſt matters 


were preparing for an important undertaking. 


Whilſt we continued in our Camp at Becelar, Forrage vvas 
not_ very plentiful, nothing being to be had here buc Graſs, 
The Country hereabouts is alrogether Woody, with little 
Arable Land, and yet moſt of that remained untill'd (ſome 
ſaid) by order, to hinder the ſubliſting of our Armies near this 

ace. The 10th the Enemy, who had hitherto Forrag'd with- 
in their own Lines, ventured to forrage without, which ooca- 
froned ſume deſerting among their Men, who. wanted that op- 
portunity within their Lines. The 11:6 the Fourth Troop of 
Guards Commanded by Monſieur 4 Auver with the 
Horſe Granadiers, came to the Camp, the brit having been in 
Winter-Quarters at the Hague, and the laft at Boiſleduc. The 
rt 3tb our Cavalry forrag'd towards Jpres ; and this being a cloſe 
Country, and juſt by an Enemies Garriſon, the Troopers wens 
on foot to. cur down their Forrage, which was guarded by a 
Detachment from the Infantry , - and then the Horſes were 
brought from the Camp to ferch the Forrage ready made up ivy 
Trufles; by which precaution we forrag'd thus almoſt to the 
Gares of /jres without loſing One Horſe ; and indeed though 
this Country is very convenient for ſuch deſigns, and that our 
Camp was. flank'd of both fides, with Jpres upon the Right, 
and M/enin and Conrtray upon the Left, and the Enemies Line 
in our Front, yet we lo@ but very few Horles, there being till 
good Guards upon the W gods to cover our grazing, which was. 
{till done by order. The 14h the King was informed that the 
Enemies had a defign upon our Bread- Waggons coming from 
Bruges, and that they were to fall upon them at Rowuſelar ; for 
which reaſon my Lord Eſſex was detached with Five Hundred 
Dragoons to joyn our Convoy at Rouſelar, and my Lord Port- 
land went with Five Hundred Dragoons more Commanged un- 
der his Lordſhip by Brigadier Wyre, ſuſtained by fome Horſe, 
to. endeavour to meet with the Enemies upon their way, _ 
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aivifed that they were to paſs that Evening by Xoorfleede ; 
accordingly my Lord Port/and overtook them in this place, and 
the [Drazoons had orders to diſmount and attack them, which 
they did with a great deal of Courage. The Enemies were 
Commanded by a Lieurenant-Colonel, about Four Hundred 
ftrong ; they had made ſome Barricades of Waggons, which 
they defended no longer than to gain time to make their elcaye ; 
but notwithſtanding, a Captain with about Thirty Men remain- 
ed Priſoners, and they had ſeveral killed and wounded The 
fire was very hot for above half an hour, and the Count de 
Soffons, who was here as Voluntier, very much incouraged our 
Men, and was very well pleafed with their way of falling on. 
Count de Soifſons is Brother to the Prince Eugene of S2voy, Velt- 
Mareſchal General of the Emperours Forces in Pijemont , and 
a near Kinſman tothe [Duke of Savoy. The French King would 
oblige him to ſerve in Piemont with his Regiment againſt the 
Dulte of Savoy, Which he refuſed, and quitted, and retired, 
with the French Kings leave, out of the Country : Bur the 
French King hearing he was gone into England, he was fo net- 
led ar it, that he ordered the Counteſs de Soifſons, his Wife, 
immediately to leave the Kingdom. He ſerved in our Army 
this whole Campagne as Voluntier, being waired upon by the 
Kings own Servants ; and he was ſtil] with the King upon all 
occations. He is a Perſon of a very fine Educarion, very civil 
and obliping, and very brave, which has gained him the eſteem 
and affections of all Perſons of Quality in our Army, But to 
retutn-to the buſineſs of Moorſleede ; Lieutenant Webb was 
killed in this occaſion, Brother to Lieutenant-Colonet Webb of 
the Guards. Brigadier }/ynne was wounded in the Knee, which 
though it was not eſteemed very dangerous at firſt, yet he dyed 
afterwards of chis Wornd ar Cherr, being generally regretted. 
(The Kinp has fince given his Regiment of Dragoons to Colonel 
Roſſe, Lieutenant Colonel of the Regiment who has been one of 
the Kings Aide de Camps the three laſt Campagnes', Cap- 
tains Collins and Foldgate were likewife wounded, both Officers 
of Dragoons. The next day our Convoy of Bread-Waggons 
came fate to the Camp ;z and with them my Lord Kjvers Major-

Brigadier, being lately come over from England. Beſides 'the 
miſcarriage of the Enemies upon the coming of our Bread. 
Waggons to the Camp, they had received the ſame n'isfortune 
before upon rheir going to Bruges, above Fifty of them havi 
been carried Priſoners into this place by our Detachment. The 
15th at Night a Party of the French fel] upon an Outpoſt of 
Bannieres Brigade at Sonnebeck, where they made leveral Pri- 
ſoners, moſt of rhem Swiſſers of 7charrers Regiment The 
17th the Duke of Wirtem:berg had Orders to withdraw his 
Forces from before Kerogue, and ro march back to Nrxmuygde. 
Nothing extraordinary Cd in the atrack of this place 
from the gth, of which we have given an account, to the time 
of raiſing the. pretended Siege ; fave that the 10th, Aontal 
ed the Canal of Loo with a good Detachment of his beſt 
roops, With a deſign to have ſurprized our Our guards ; but 
the Duke of Wirrtemberg had notice of it,-and the Guards were 
ſo ordered, that upon ſome fire of both ſides which allarme 
the Camp, the Frenco retreated, fearing an Ambuſcade whic| 
was ready for them. "The 17th in the Afcernoon, the Artillery 
and Baggage had orders to march from our Camp at. Fecelar tg 
Rouſclar, Eicorted by Bannieres —_ from _——;_ and ' 
St, Fauls from the Kings Quarter. They marched all Night, 
meeting now and then with French Parties, which would have 
broken in upon the Line of Baggage, but the Brigades were 
{o diſpoſed upon the Front, Flanks, and Rear, that they were 
ſtill repulſed, Ordexs were given for the Army to march the 
next Day. 


The 18: the Army marched ; the firſt Line upon the Right 
by Sonnebeck,, Paſſendal, and Rooſcbeck,, to Rouſelar, the ſame 
way that we had come to this Camp ; the ſecond Line marched 
upon the Lefr, gaining by 1/00rſleede the high way from Menin 
ro Ronſelar. Packmoe,*; Prigade had the Rear-guard with ſeven 
pieces of Cannon to make good our retreat out of the Enemies 
Country. The King remained with the Rear-guard to ſee all 
{afely. march off. Yilleroy had a great mind to have fallen upon 
our Rear in this March ; having upon notice of it ordered a 
Detachment 
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'Detachmeut of many Squadrons of his beft Horſe and Dra- June; 


goons, with which he marched very early out of the Line to 
.obſerve our motion, directing his way from Jpres towards the 
Windmiil of Gelavelr, ro have come into our Camp by Becelar. 
But ſuch was the order of our March," that he was obliged to 
ſee us march = off. That day we came to Rouſela, with 
our Camp as before between Hooghleed and Rombeck'; Bannieres 
_ Brigade incamped upon the Righc before the Village of Hoogh- 

leed, where 'rince /audemont had his Quarter. The Army 

halced the next day, bur matrers being ready for the great and 

glorious _—_— of this Campagne, the King left the Camp 
at Koxſelrr very early the rgth in the Morning, to go towards 
the 4:tuſe, with the Troops of Life-Guards of Or--ond and 
Arber,urrgur, the Horle Granadiers, my Lord Portland: Regi- 
ment of Horle, and Dopfs Dragoons Commanded by Brigadier 
L'ttang : The main of which Body kept with the Kirgs Do- 
meſticks and Baggage, bur His Majeſty had a ſufficienc Eſcorte 
to haſten on before. 

We had made great preparations at Maeſtricht of Artillery, 
Mortars, Bombs, and all manner of Ammunitions ; and all the 
Boats of the Merſe at: Liege, Maeſtricht, and Huy, were detain- 
ed for the States Service. 4nd tho? all this threatned Namur, 
yet the French had brought all their Forces within their Lines, 
without keeping any Body to guard the paſſages of the Sambre- 
Whether it was that they thought Y:ileroys, Bouflers, and Mon- 
tals Forces were but ſufficient to defend their Lines againſt the 
King and the Elector of Bavaria's; or that they depended upon 
the Lrengeh of Namur, and the goodneſs of the Garriſon in it, 
and the difficulry of a Siege ; They left the Sambre unfurniſhed 
of Troops. But His Majeſty expected only the junction of the 
Brandenburg and Liege Forces to inveſt Namur. Six Barrallions 
of Brandenbure/s bad had their Winter-Quarters at Liege, and 
ſome at Aix la chapelle, butthe Cavalry and the reſt-of the Foot 
had Winter'd in the Dioceſs of Cologne, and at Cleves, and 
Weſel in the Lower Rhine ;, fo that they did not Rendezvouz by 
Liege till near the middle of June, that they marched with the 
Liege Forces Commanded by Prince Cerclas of Tilly, and in- 


camped at Falais,upon the Mehaigne,between Liege and Namus, 
| waiting 
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June, waiting for His Majeſties farther Orders. And my Lord. of ' 


Athlone, with his Forty Squadrons of Horle and Dragoons who 
had been detached from che Elector of Bavaria's Camp at Nj 
move for the ſame deſign, had marched to 7i/mo to be ready 
tro joyn them. In the mean while Prince /au4emont, who Com- 
manded the Army at KRonſclar fince the King left it co take care 
of the Siege of Namur, marched the 2oth to draw nearer to 
Ghent, lhe Army marched upon the Left (ſiding the River 
Manael which we had upon our Right Flank ) in two Columns, 
by the ways we had made when we were at the Camp at Arſecl, 
by AMvulenbeck, and Inghe:;monfter, and ſo we came ro the Camp 
at Woxterghem, our Right at Dentherghem, and Left at Gram- 
mon towards the Lys : We had the Aſardel before us, and the 
height of Arſce! behind our Righe, Some French Parties fell 
upon our Maroders near the Lys, and made ſome Priſoners. 
Prince /ardemont ftaid near Demerghem to ſee the Army march 
into the Camp, andevery Bartallion falured paſſing by him, as 
Commander in Chief of the Army. Art our Marching into this 
Camp, we could- ſee the French in their Camp upon a riſi 
ground t'other ſide of the Lys, by Harlebeck, being comp 
near three Leagues fromour Camp. The Mareſchal de Ylteroy 
had paſſed the Lys at Comines immediately upon our March from 
Beeelar to Ronſelar, and the 1 gr had marched without the Line 
at Conrtray, and incamped near this place, to be ready to pals the 
Scheld, if he was ordered to march towards Namur. 


We have left the Brandenburg and Liege Forces incamped at 
Falais upon the Mehaigne, and my Lord Athlone at Timon, 
where he was reinforced with Dompres Brigade of Horle from 
Bilſen. Burt now they had Orders from the King to inveſt Na- 
mer. Accordingly my Lord Arh/one marched the 17: with 
the Body of Horte under his command, and incamped between 
Malevre and Perwys: 1 he 18th berween la Faliſe and Tem- 
ploux, where he was joyned by the Brandenburg Troops : The 
rgth he lefc a good Body of Horte at the Poſt of La Faliſe, and 
marched wich tne Main Body towards C/ar/croy. This motion 
put'the Enemies in fulpence, whether we ſhould atrack Namwr 
or Charlervy ; Whereopon the Marquis 4 Harcowrr, who _ 
pa 
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the Meuſe at Dinant, and was now poſted between Char- 5,ye, 

and Philippeville , reinforced the Garriſon of Charleroy 

a Body of Dragoons. But my Lord of Arblone having 

paſſed the Sambre ar Chaſſclet below Charleroy, marched again 
down the Sambre towards Namur, and prefſed all the Boats up- 
on the River to make a Bridge of Communication, which were 
brought down to the A of Floref upon the Sambre two 
Leagues above Namur. Thus my Lord of Athlone took the 
Poſts from the Sambre to the Meuſe of the Town ide, about 
La Faliſe ; and t'other fide of the Sambre, from the Abbey of 
Floref to the Menuſe. Bur all the other ſide of the Adewſe in the 
Pais de Conaros remained open, This was the 21th, TI do not 
know whether my Lord of Arhblones Troops were not judged 
ſufficient co inveſt the whole Town, which taking a valt Cir- 
cumference, and divided by ſo many Rivers, might have expo- 
ſed any one quarter to be forced to put a Reinforcement into 
the Town ; or whether my Lord of Athlone had Orders to take 
no'0'her Poſts, and to ſtay for the Eletor to do the reſt : How- 
ever the other ſide of the Menſe lying open, it gave opportu- 
| nity tothe Marefchal de Bowflers to throw himſelf into the place. 
This was with Eight Regiments of the beſt Dragoons in the 
Army. He had lefe his Camp at Clare within the Line the 18h, 
(the ſame day that the Elector repaſſed the. Scheld to march to- 
wards Namur) and took along with him the Kings Dragoons, 
the Dauphins, thoſe of Caylms, Grammont, St. Hamines, at 
Ganges, and du Barrean ; having Orders from the French Xing, 
That if my Lord of Athlone had inveſted Namur with the 
Brandenburg Troops, and the Horle under his Command, to 
force his way in at any rate. But t*other ſide of the Menſe re- 
maining open, he was not put to it. The ſame day Bouflers 
repaſſed the Scheld at Tournay, and marched up along this River 
as far as Aortajgne. The 19th hecame to Conde, The 20th 
he paſſed the Sambre at Thuin, The 21th he came to Dinant,, 
where he paſſed the Meuſe ; and the 22th he got into Namur. 
He ſent back all the Dragoons Horſes , except thoſe of the 
Kings, and Asfelde Eſtranger, which he kept in the Town; 
having made very great diligence to get in before my Lord of 
Athlone ſhould be joyned by the Eleftor of Bavaria. His get- 
ting- 
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June, ting into the place did chagrine us at firſt, becauſe that (as we 


expected) would render the taking of the Town very difficult, 
by an obſtinate reſiſtance ; bur as it has ſince- proved, it has 
ry Fort extreamly to the Glory of the Siege, and has made ir 
one of the boldeſt and fineſt undertakings of this Age. I date 
fay, thatif the French King had believed that we could have 
taken Namnu; with the ſtrong Garriſon that was in it, he, would 
never have commanded a Mareſchal of France to put himſelf in. 
to it to defend it, to add thereby ſo much the more Honour and 
Glory to the Enterprize ; being it may be the firit thar has been 


defended by a Mareſchal of France, with order from the Ki y 


The Mareſchal de Crequi defended Treves, but every 
knows how he was forced into it by the lots of a Baitle; and 
this was a place of Refuge where he made h's eſcape, and 
where he reſolved to regain his Honour by a deſperate defence. 
My Lord of Athlove with the. Dutch, and Baron Heyden with 
the Brandenburg Forces, having received Orders to take the 
Poſts near Namur, the EleQor of Bavaria and the Duke of 
Holſtein Ploen marched with all ipeed from their Camp near 
the Enemies Line to form the Siege of this ſtrong and important 
place. Accordingly the 18rh the EleGtors Army decamped 
from Caftres berween Yeermarde and Tigh:m, and repaſſed the 
Scheld below Audenarde, and marched that day as far as St. 
Lieyens Houtheim. The 1gth this Army paſſed the Denger at 
Ninove, where it incamped that night, and the EleQtor went 
to Bruſſels to viſit the EleCtoreſs. The 20th the Army march- 
ed ro Hale. The 21th it paſſed the Senre, and marched to 
Genap and Promell, where & EleQtor returned to the Camp 
from Bruſſels. The 22th the Elector paſſed with his Army 
the little River Dyle at Genap, and marched as far as Maſy, 
within Two Leagues of Namur ; which was a very great 
March, to paſs ſo many Rivers, from the Enemies Line be- 
rweenthc Lys and rhe Scheld clear to the Sambre, in five days. 
The fame day the King came tro the Camp near Namur, and 
took his Quarter at the Phaſtear de la Falize, within Four 


Enelifh Miles of this place,” Having lefr his Army at Rouſelar the 

19th; and that day His Mijelſty paſſed through Gher!, and ay 

at Diſelbergh in the way to Denaern.onae, The 20th ng 
Dermon 
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and ſo to Grimberg near B: aſels, where che King Jr. 


has a Houſe of his own. The 21th by /ilvorde and Lowvain, 
toche Abbey of Parch ; and the 22th to La Faliſe, Brigadier 
L'Erang marched after with eaſier Journeys, eſcorting the 
Domeſticks and Baggage. The 23th the EleCtor paſſed 
the Sambre with his Foot, and ſome Spaniſh Horle, with the 
<> Brigades of Holſtein Norburg and Dedem, and took his 
at the Abbey of Aſalbgne upon the Sambre; and the 
Brandenburg Forces, Commanded by Lieutenant-General Heyder, 
paſſed the Aeuſe, and took their Poſt on the other fide of this 
River, upon the height of St. Barbe, before the Fauxbourg de 
Jambe. The Duke of Holſtein Ploen remained of this ſide of 
the Sambre and Meuſe with the King, and the reſt of the Dutch 
Forces, And now the Poſts being raken all about Namur, be- 
fore the Town and the Caltle, and the other fide of..the Meuſe, 
'tis from this day (23) that we muſt reckonthe inveſting of ir. 
This. place has very much changed condition ſince ic fell 
\ into the French Kings hands, who ſpares no Charges to pur his 
- Frontier Garrifons in the beſt condi:ion of defence. "When the 
French took it, the Town was but weak, being abſolutely com- 
manded by a ſteep Hill, which juſt over it from the Porce 
de Fey to that of St. Nicholas near the Mewſe.; ſo that they had 
the liberty to bring down their Batteries at firſt upon the deſceac 
of this Hill, and ro open their Trenches at the of it near 
the Menſe ; and ſo in four or five days time they were lodged 
upon the Counterſcarp of St Nicholas his Gate ; and the Town 
capitulated the 26th of May, the Trench having been opened 
the 1 9th. But now toadd a conſiderable ſtrength to this weak 
part of the Town, the French had made a detach'd Baftion up. 
on the aſcenc of the Hill juſt before St. Nichol«s's Gate, all of 
Stone-work, with a Caſematte upon it, (thatis a Corps de Garde 
Bomb proof ) the Counterſcarp of the Foſſe of Free-ſtone, and 
the covered way the ſame, which pointed juſt upon . the rop of 
the Hill, ſo that no Cannon could bear upon this Work from 
the Plain upon this Hiil, but we battered ut in revers from the 
other ſide of rhe Aewſe at the Brandenburg Batteries, which re- 
quired ſome time belore we could bring theſe Batteries to the 
\Water-ſide. Upon the Right of this towards the Porte de Fer, 
they had made two other detach'd Baſtions of the ſame m_ 
(7 [ 
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jbſt upon the brow of the Hill ; and ot the foot of the Hill" be- 
fore the Porte de Fer, and between the Hill and the Brook 6f 
 Verderin,they had a fourth, which hindered che Avenues berween' 
the Hills to this Gate. The Brook of Prderir Tons alonp s 
narrow Valley between theſe Hills by a <Iuyce fortified juſt at 
the Porre de Fer. It is by this Sluyce that the Foffe of the Town 
is furniſhed with Water from this Gate to that of St. Aicholag 
where it's ſtop'd up from-running into the Mecuſe 'by «Stone 
Digue above Ten Foot broad : For this River is ſo ſhallow and 
conſiderable, that it could not otherwiſe fill the Foſſh. The 
Phain ypon theſe Hills is fortified with a double cover”'d way 
paliſaded, to defend theſe detach'd Baſtions towards the Village 
of Bouge ; and when we attack'd the place, they were work- 
ing at a third nearer to the brow of the Hill juſt before thefe 
works; fo that this Town which before was weak,” was real 
ſrcnz by the addirion of them,and held our longer than the Caſtle, 
The French attack'd the Caſtle and Covornme' upon the top of 
the Hill berween the Sambre and the Menſe ; and this they took 
care to fortifie afterwards, fo as to leave ic almoſt unattackable 
che ſame had rook ir before. The Coborne, or Wil- 
hams Fort, fell mio their hands by driving their Trenches round 
che work along the bottom, between it and the Terra Nova, 
or vpper Caſtle, which work being embraced, and all manner 
of Communication 'cut off, was forced to ſarrender. The 
French to prevent ſuch a method: of proceeding another time, 
built a ſtrong Stone Redoubt juſt upon the rop of the Hill be- 
tween the Coborre and Terra Nova, with a Caſematte upon it 
Bomb proof; and this work commands all this: bottom to the 
Sambre. "Before this work they have made a very good cover'd 
way palifſaded, fromthe Angleof the Gorge of rhe Cohorne to 
the brink of the Hill upon the Merſe. They have beſides this 
made a very pood Half-Moon upon the courtin of the Horn-work 
of the Terra Nova. They have fortified the Devils Houſe, 
(which flanks the fide of the Cchorme towards the Meuſe) with 
a ftrong Srone Redonbr, which they have called rhe Caſorre. 
This Honle, when the Spaniards had it, had bnt a ſimple Re- 
trenchment abour jr, and yer itheld out four or five days. From

The Line was finiſhed, and the Redoubt 
towards the Meuſe was very forward-;: bur that rowards the 
Sambre was but juſt begun, which they made'up with Faltines 
upon our arrival before this place. is Line had a very fins 
Gate in the middle, ſuch as they uſe ro make for rhe ovming if 
totheir Towns, but 'twas nor finiſhed, - It would have been 
very difficult to have forced: this Line from without, bur the 
Paſſage of the Sambre at the Ballance not being fortified by the 
Enemy, ir made way for us to attack: this Line within; which 
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made it but a cheap bargain (as we ſhall rell hereafter) : How- 


ever toadd as much ſtrength to ir of this fide as the time of the 
Siege would allow rhem, they made a Battery of rwo-pieces of 
Cannon upon the reverle of the end of the Line towards the 
Sambre tq fire upon the paſs of the Balance, and ſome Conpenres 
or Traverſes to fortifie the inſide of their Line, and a Perpen- 
dicular Line of Communication to the cover'd way of the Caf- 

e. Andindeed the Caſtle was fo ſtrongly fortified upon the 
top of the Hill with all cheſe Outworks, that ir would have 
been 4 very tedious piece of work for us to have attack'd ir this 
way : ” But the weak fide of the Caſtle and Cohoyne was to- 
wards the Town and the Sambre, and the Enemies had not pro- 
vided for an Attack of this ſide, which made all theſe prodigious 
works fall into our hands in leſs time than the French had caken 
this place before ; tho' chen much inferiour to what 'tis now in 
Strength and Forrification. 

If the Enemies had reaſon to depend upon the great ſtrengch 
of this Garriton, they had as much reaſon to expect a vigorous 
refiltance from the Forces that were in ir, which were very nu- 
merous, no leſs than rwenty Battallions, of which ſome were 
the beſt repured Regiments of France ; but others, about four 
or five, being whar they call 1 de Salade , that is, Gar: 
riſon Regiments, which are nor fit to put intothe Field, Their 
old Corps have generally one or cwoof theſe Batrallions, where 
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they train and exercile their Recruies and worle men for one 
Summer, and then they draw them: out the Campagne follow- 
ing Thele Regiments are always weak, and therefore cannor 
come up to the computation of other Battalions; bur 1 believe 
that all theſe Battallions put together may very well be 

red 450 Men ſtrong, one with another, which makes gooo Foar; 
and 8 Regiments of Dragoons which march'd aut 3 Standards 
each Regiment, which makes 24 Squadrons, which if com- 


would amount to 2400 Dragoons ; but | dare ſay that 
Fealeng ce haſty and quick March from the Scheld t6 this 
place, 0 Sanbre and Dinam) they could not exceed 2090 
Men.

Accompliſhments, This laſt has been extreamly civil and. ob- 
liging to our Engliſh Officers that have beeu at any time Priſoners 
at Namur, Moenlieur de Laumont was Lieutenant- Governgour, 
and Brigadier ; Monſieur de Megrigny Major General, and (next 
to Yarban) the ableſt Ingenier of Fraxce,was here with a Brigade 
of choſen lngeniers to look after the defence and reparation of 
the Foriifications, aud to try their, Arc in the diſpure of every 
werk. Beſides theſe Genexal Officers, the Garrifon had four 
Þrigadiers, Quclus of Dragoons, Manlevrier, St. Lawens, and 
F Abadie, of Foot. Their Artillery conliſted of 120 pieces of

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We were {0 long before Namur without breaking: und- againſt 
the Town, that people began to talk very raticuly about this Siege;

for from the 2 31h of June thar the Town was inveſted, ro this time, 
we had done -n___ but work'd at our Line of Circumvallation, and 
made our Bridges of Communication ; one upon the Sambre, between 
Flavennes and the Abbey of Malogne ; the fecond upon the Muſt, 
above Namurtowards Dinant ; te] the third upon the Aenſe, below 
Namur gowards Hay.

Waggor, which the, Enemy overthrew, and were taking 


-out the Horſes: In the mean time, the Officer *com- 
'"manding our Party, who before had done his beſt to 


make his people ſtand, rallyed them ' again ; who find- 
ing-that the Enemy were not ſo ſtrong as at firſt they 


-apprehended them, came on upon them, and ſo the 


Enemy- were obliged to retire in their turn. 'But the 


- Waggon being over-turned, ſeveral Regiments loſt their 


money in the confuſion, ſome taken by the Enemy, «nd 
ſome by. our own Troopers : However, the Enemy be- 
ing near our Camp, and afraid of another Party, went 
off as faſt they could ro:Chary/eroy, their Garriſon, havivg 
no great occaſion to brag of their Booty, which they quit 
ted as eaſily as they got it. My. Hill was ina Coach, 
but he made his eſcape upon a Led-Horſe. . The faie 
day Lientenanr-Colonel Bling of Selryn's Regimeht was 
commanded with 300 men tc take Poſt upon the r-ſing 
Ground of this fide the Sambre, over-againſt the Houſe of 
the other ſide, called the Balance, where the Enemy had 
a. good Guard to defend the Paſſage of the River, This 
was in order to make ſome Batteries upon the ſide of 


this Hill, to diſl-dge the Enemy from the Balance and 


the Abbey of Sal/cx. This Poſt was pretty warm at 
firſt, being expos d to the {ire of the Battery of two, 
upon the end of the Encmy's Line, of which we have 
before given an acconnt. But our men ſoon pnt them- 
ſelves under Cover. and this Poſt was daily relieved with 
a Licutenant- Colonel and 30. men, till we had gain d the 
Paſſage of the Sembre. At night M+jor-" eneral H ullon: 
commanded the Trenches. The 5 h. or about tlus time,

Trenches here, and three Darch upon the Left rowards 
the Mexſe. where they had opened the Trench , near 
the Village of Bouge. Accordingly in the ep my 
Lord Cutts Brigadier was commanded with the Regj- 
ments, Royal', Selmyn, and- Trelawny, for this Work", 
and: Major-General Sziiſch had the Trenches. The En- 
ginier miſſed © int the night the Ground where we were to 
begin to work, which was in g bottom upon the Right 
of: the Enemy's Rettenchment or covered way : And ſo 
theſe three Regiments returned without breaking Ground. 
The 6th. Major-General: Lindeboom mounted the Trenches; 
po the gre Firzpaterick , With the Regiments of Scy- 
Columbine (being that lately commanded by the 
Marquis de ' Rada, Son to the Marquiſs de PMorrpruillan, 
who dyed of a_ Fever at Bruges the beginning of the Cam-. 
pagne , and' the Regiment was given to- Lientenant- 
Colonel Colambine, Captain of the Guards, who had b:en 
Lieutenant-Colonel to1t-in the time of: Colonel Babingron)+ - 
the third was the Regiment of PFuſiliers, This night 
theſe Regiments opened the Trench before the Enemy's 
covered way upon the Hill of Boxge, taking the oppor- 
runity of the hollow ground to begin” their work very 
near the Enemy, Ciptain Thiljps of Selwyn's Regiment. 
was wounded with the Workmen: Thus the Trenches + 
were mounted upon the Right by the King's Forces, 
three Battallions commanded by -a Brigadier; and 
by the States Forces, three- Battallions upon the Leff, 
commanded by a Durch Brigadier , making- two . At.

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-a Major-General, 200 men were cofnmandel every niglit July. 


vpon each Atmck, with two Captains, and other -Offi« 
- cers proportionably to work and advance the Trenches, 
whilſt the Regiments of the Trenches covered their 
Work (which they did under the ſhelter of Wooll-ſfacks) 
with their Fire ; which generally continued more or leſs 
The whole Night. The 7th. Major-General Heukelom hall 
the Trenches, with my Lord Cutts 5 Brigadier vpon the 
Right, and the Bartallions of Tidcomb, Stanley, and Col- 
lingwood, (1 could not get a Liſt of the rowling of the 
Dutch p97 gens and Regiments upon the Left, fo that 
I mult pals it over.) Captain Gauber of Colonel Tngoldeſ- 
bys Regiment and Enginier, and another Enginier of /z 
Melonicre's Regiment were killed in the Work this night. 
The 8th, ſeveral of the Regiments eacamp*d at Tem- 
loux had Orders to march in the Lines of Circumvalla- 
tion, being the firſt Battallion of the Royal Regiment, the 
Fulilters, Ingoldesby, Sander 'on, Mauland, and Lauder. 
We continued ſtil} to fire with our ſmall Battery upon 
the Hill againſt the old Tower, and among the Pa- 
liſades cf the cover'd way, The Brandeabirghers did the 
ſame from their Bartery upon the edge of the Hill of Sr. 
Barbe ;, but being too far from the Meuſe, and to fire 
over this River upon the Encmy in their Works npon 
the Hill of Bowge, it could not do very great execution : 
But to make more ſerviceable Batteries of this ſide, 
and to bring them nearer to the Meyſe, the Br andenkmn ghs 
had opened the Trench (the 1ft.) againſt the Enemy's 
"Work, which they had to cover the Fauxborrgh de Jambe, 
to drive them out of this place. The Caſtle commanded 
all the bottom betweenthe height of St. Barbe and the 
Aewſe ;, for which r caſon the Brandenburgh Troops were 
' forced at firſt to open their Trench very high up the 
Mexſe towards the Bridge of Communication, anc! ÞÞ to 
work downwards towards! the F.uAab x g dc Ji ; and 
* by this time they had conſiderably advanced their Work. 
But this day the Enemy made a Sally about two in the

koned about 12c0 ſtrong, being moſt Dragoons, and two 
Squadrons of them mounted : The Brandenburghers were 
ar. firſt forcd to give way ;. the Colonel that command- 
cd was killed, being a- French Kefugie, a Lieutenant Coy 
lonel, and. 1©o Soldiers killed and wounded. The Enemies 
levelled 150 paces of their } renches z but the. Branden- 
burgherstallied, and being reinforced with ſome Horſe, 
they regain'd their Poſt, and drove the Enemy back to

mont Colonel of Dragoons wounded. upon this occaſion, 


and about. thirty men killed and wounded, This is the 


only Sally the French made during. the Siege of thie -- 


Town. : 
In the Evening Vajor-General Ramſay was commandet 


to make an Aſſault upon the cover d way which the E-. 


nemies had. upon the Hill of Boyge, with the five Battal- 
lions of Guards which were here, to be employed in the 
Siege ; the other two remained -with Prince Yaudemont.: 
Theſe, ”attallions were two of the firſt Regiment of Er-

which my Lord, Cats 1s Colonel, the firſt Battallion of

was diſpoſed on this manner : This Body was to form 


* two Attacks, the one upon the _ Right of the Tower of 


Cockle, the other upon the Left, each Attack to begin 
with 120 Fuſiliers, commanded for that, purpoſe out of 
th: Regiments, and 120 Grenadiers ; the Fuſiliers to 
march firſt, each carrying a large Faſcine before him, and 
his Fuſil ready, being drawn up in three Ranks ; the Gra- 
nadiers immediately to follow, each to.carry three 
Grenades ; they were to advance in. this manner towards 
the Line which they were to attack, and then, when 
they w :re come within forty paces. of the Enemy*s Work, 
the Grenadiers were to divide to the Right and Left of 
the Fulilicrs, and to fire their Arms by Pelottons, and 
then 
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their Grenadcg,xfter that,the,Fuliliers were to throw down. 
their Faſcines,:;and then.to make all the Fire they could. 
the Grenadiers. were to be followed by 100 Workmen 
to each Attack, and . two or three Iugeniers, the Work« 
men to carry Wooll-ſacks and Gabions, and poſt them 
moſt conveniently to drive the Enemy from their Works , 
- 109 Grenadiers beſides were to carry Faſcines, .as the- Fuſi- 
liers, and march; equally.with them, and. $o.men behind 
them,with.an Enginier to plant them-as the reſt; and-theſe 
were to march in the.Center, between the two Attacks, 
- againſt the old . Tower ; as many Grenadiers were: to be 
diſpoſed in-the ſame manner upon the Right.of all ; the 
Ratrallions were immediately to follow, and ſuſtain 
the Fuliliers -and Granadiers, and drive the Enemy-from 
their Works... The firſt Paliflades being gain'd, we were 
to: lodge our ſelves there, and to. make uſe of the-Ene- 
my's raigd Work for a Parapet.: The Regiments in the 
Trenches- were. to be ready, ta march out, and ſuſtain 
them upon occaſion ; the. Signal, to be.-one of the. Ar- 
tillery Colours raifed upon: the higheſt of- the Dutch 
Trenches, and then all. were to fall on; which was. 
accordingly done obout ſeven. in the Evening. Major- 
General Kamſay ordered none of. the Battallions ſhould 
fre- till they could put their Pieces in the-Enemies Pa- 
lidades, ad to prarok yt their Arms ſhoulder'd, ; which 
he ſaw executed himſelf, The Guards march very bold- 
ly. with their Arms ſhoulder'd, -and ſuſtained the Enez 
mies Fire till they came up to the Paliſades, and then 
they. gave a full fire., which put the. French in ſome 
confuſion :. Nevertheleſs they ſtill diſputed the  Re- 
trenchment ; and- after a little time- they were. forced 
to quit . it, andthe Guards remain'd .Malters - of the- Pa- 
lifade. The Enemies Paliſſades being gain'd, the Major- 
General order'd: our. Men to break. them, and.to get . into 
the cover*d way : Our Soldiers being fluſhed, were very 
eager to.go forward without bidding : Having gained 


this covered way, nothing . could hold them ; but they 
went 


ther: to. advance *cloar' to the Egemy's Palifſades. to: fire- in 5;.y. -

- went 'on. very furoully , and attack'f the Paliflades of 
the ſecond covered way}, which they gained after q 


ſhort diſpute, and the Enimies were in ſuch a Conſter- 
nation, that they ſoon abandoned them ; all that their 
Officers could do could not keep them up, but our Men 
got in with'them, and purſwd them Sword in Hand, a- 
mong all their Forts which they had upon the Brow. of 
this Hill, and fogown to the very Counterſcarp of the 
Tower before the Porre de Fer ; the moſt forward went 


-thns'far : But the reſt made a great Slaughter among the 


Frenclsthat had got into the Stane-pits,which are very com- 
mon upon the lide of this Hill, where they endeavoured in 
the confuſion to conceal themſelves from the Fury of 
our Soldiers : But the Forts made a conſiderable fire 
and killed vs many men, who were very thick all about 
them. Where the Daurch Guards attack'd uponthe Right, 
the Enemies difputed their Poſt very hard, and held 
them to it : They were ſuſtained by my Lord George Ha 
milror?s firft Battallion, who had his ſhare in the Honour 


.of the Afton, though *rwas not this Regiment*s turn to 


mount the Trenches ; but being at hand in the Line of Cir- 
cutvallation, my Lord received Orders to be ready with 
his Regiment ; Brigadier Firz-Parrick marched at the 
Head of it with his known Bravery : The Dutch Gnards 
(notwithſtanding the reſiſtance they met with) carried 
the Paliflades they attack'd, add the Royal Regiment 
maintain'd it, and puſhed , on with the reſt ; and indeed 
they all did wonders. in this Attack : And when they 
were once got in the firft Paliffides, there was no di- 
ftinftion of Battallians, but all mixed with one another, 
and the Soldiers were very willing to their next Of- 
ficer, without diftinftion ; fo thar 1 ſhall omir the due 
praift which every Regiment deſerved upon this occaſis 
on, as well the Regiments of the Trenches as the Gnards, 
ſome of which were concerned in the Attack, as the Fu- 
filiers, Tidcomb, &c, The fire continned till paſt nine of 
the Clock, and both the Regiments that mounted anddil- 
mounted the Trenches remained to make govd the At- 
tack. 
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with the Regiments of T5dcomb,. Stanley, and Collingaood 

and did not diſmount” till the whole Attack was over, 
where he hazzrded: himſelf very freely, as: he does up- 
on'all-occaſions-of Service. Brigadier F;rz-parrick being to 
mount the Trenches with the Regiments of Lauder, I 
goldesby, Saunderfon, and Maitland, and Brigadier Friſheins,, 
with the Dutch, relieved the Poſts which had been gained : 
The Guards come off about mid-night, and; marched 
back to the Camp-at Templonx, where they- came very 
early in the morning, after having gained a very great 
Reputation in the Attack : For whereas they were on- 
ly to to gain the outer covered way, by the diſpoſition of . 
the Attack ;. yet they beat the Enemies from all the Re- 
trenchments they had upon this Hill, and purſued them 
amang their Forts, down the Hill to the very Porre de 
Fer, where moſt of them were kiiled at the very Palif- 
ſide ; bur ſeveral of our Men that had advanced ſo-far, 
were made Prifoners;. among the . reſt, Lieutenant- 
Colonels Pierce and Morriſon , Captains of the ſecond; 
Regiment of Engliſh Guards, Enfign Arkins of. the 
ſame Regiment, and Enſign Roſs of the Scores Guards, . 
and ſeveral Soldiers. Major-General Ramſay, whoi 
had the condu@' of this Attack , had his Horſe woun= 
ded under him with a Musket-ſhot, and his Servant's 
Horſe was killed juſt by him with a Cannonball; 
which came very thick from the Caſtle , which fir'd 
over the Town here. He had the thanks of: the King for 
this great Succeſs, who was preſent in_ the whole ARi- 
on, and the. Compliments of the chief Generals. and 
Prince Yaudemont writ him a Letter of Congratulation-np- 
on this occaſion, 


If the Engliſh did ſuch conſiderable Actions: in this At- 
tack, the Dutch were not idle upen-the Left, but at the 
ſame Signal with ours they marched out of their Tren- 
ches, and attacked the Left of the- Enennes-Retrenchments 


towards the euſe. Major:General- Sah/ch — 
the 


nick. My Lord Cutts had the Trenches the night before, 7. 
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the"Trenches, this night and the Attack of this ſide, with 
the Regimentsof the Trenches, and thoſe that were'to 
mount, in'all - or $ Battallions. The Enemies Fire was 
more opiniatre-of. this ſide-than it had been -npon -the 
Right of 'our Attack; which cauſed a con.*derable flaygh- 
ter among the Darch Regiments ; but in ſpighr of their 
reſiſtance they gained the Work, and beat the Enemies 
from their Renchments. The Regiments of Salifch, ahd 
another Dutch, Oxenſten, and Braha of the Swedes, fuf- 
fered very much in this A&tion ; for - which reaſon the 
two firſt were ſent to Garriſon in Maeſtricht, and the two 


laſt ro Huy ; and four other Pattallions were ſent from. 


Macſtricht to take-up their place in the Line of Gir- 
cumvallation, ' being the Regiments of Du Thiel, Anhalt 
PEſſav, and (if Iam not . miſtaken) two Smi/s Batralli- 


ons of Lochmas. The Lieutenant-Colonel commanding 


the Regiment of Sa/j/ch was killed, and the Major wound- 
ed, with ſeveral other Officers killed and wonnded , of 
which 1 have not ſeen a particnlar account. As tor our 


own loſs, I ſhall here inſert as exatt an account of itas - 


pollibly I can. In the Brigade of Guards, who were 


moſt concerned-in this ation; we had 1997 Soldiers kil- 


led, and 366 wounded, 41 miſſing, ſuppoſed Priſoners. In 
the firit Regiment of the Engliſh Guards, they had Officers 
killed, Lieutenant=Colonel Robinſon, who commanded the 
ſecond Battallion, Captains, Montague and Hide , and 
Enſign Conays, Lieutenant-Colonel Davis and Cap- 
tain Upcor, dead of their Wounds : Wounded, Lieutenant-

The Enemics had their choiceſt Troops for the'defence 
of theſe Retrenchments upon the Hill; and as ſoon as they 
perceived that w- deſigned an attack upgn this place, they 
vrdered a great body of Foot and their beſt Dragoons to- 
march out of the Town,and to reinforce their Poſt upon the 
Hill, we could ſce rhem march very eafily from the Kings 
Quarter. $o that ( reinforcement and all Jthey had 8 of 
9 Regiments of foothefides Dragoons witKin the retrench 
ments. *Tis certain that we made a very great ſlaughter 
among them, when once our Sol-iieis got in and purſned 
them”; they. lay very thick. in rhe pits,,and-np and down 
their retrenchments ; but becauſe-rhe Zeſieged always con- 
ceal their loſſes as much as they can, we could not pet a. 
perfe& account of it'; but *ris very reaſonable 'to think 
that theit loſs was not much inferiony to ours, They 
had a Brigadier kill d in this occaſion,the Connt de Mauliy- 
rier, and two Colonels, the Count ce HMerftein Colonel:

bert Colonel ofthe Dauphins Dragoons dangerouſly wound- 
ed , beſides ſeveral other Officers. We' intercepted after- 
wards a Letter from Morſiewr: de Meg: i7ny'to Monſieur Bar- 
beſienx Secretary of State. and War, which gave him an 
account of this Attack;that they had defended ie very yigo- 
rouſly,but that finding by our ris be ſill of freſh Troop 
upon them, that we were reſblved: to carry theſe Ar 1 
( coſt what it wonld+) had at laſt yu them, to reſerye 
their Troops for a more neceſſiry defence, and that. they 
had made a great ſlaughter amongſt vs, having loſt 4 or 
goo of their own.

The Evening of this Aſault we began to mount four

by, Sanderſon and Maitland : The ſame Evening more Ar- 
tillery and Ammunitions came from Huy to the Camp 
under the Eſcorte of the H+ſe Dragoons, Hitherto the 
Artillery came up but leiſurely, arid had as yet done but 
little execution,and this night we ſecureFour lodgments in 
the Poſts we had gained. Thegth We had ſeveral Waggons 
loaden with Spades, and Shovels, and other Inſtruments 
to. work in the ground, from Lovain. At night Major- 
General Lindeboori had the Trenches,and my Lord Cutts was 
to mount, but Colonel Se/wyz was declaredBigadier by his 
Majeſty, who accordingly mounted the Trer cl.es this Even- 
ing, with the Regiments of Naſſau, Selwyz, Trelawne , and 
$ . We worked toadvance our Trenches towards the 
deſcent of the Hill before St. Nicholas his gate, to embrace 
the detached Baſtion the Enemies had here. The Dwtch 
upon. the left, worked towards the Mewſe to bring their 
Trench by . the Jeſuits Houſe , under the Clifts which

ting. aſide the liberty of the Baggage, which ſhould ne- 
ver be put in. competition with the King's 


Service, but 
ſhould 
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ſhould rather be undervalued for it) are ſuch as any 
Regiment could: have in the open Friekd, Md which ſolfic 
Regiments aftually had in the very Plains of Flexry, 
after the? loſs of that Battle ; where being form'd. into 
ſquare Battallions, and reſolved otherwiſe to defend 
theinſelves, they” hatl* the Terms of 'Priſoners ' of War 
given them, though ſurrounded with the Enemies Horſe. 
This Treatment fſurpaiz'd very much all the Officers and 
Soldiers 'of the Garriſon, who had- hitherto -been pro- 
miſed Honorable Terms, to- marth out' of the Garri-+ 
ſon with their Arms : - they conceived ſuch-indignation 
at the news of it, that ſeveral Soldiers broke their 
Arms to pieces, even before the' Enemy ;;. atid wiſhed, 
that ſince they were made Priſoners of War, it | had 
ſold their Liberty to the French as dear as P9 they 
could, by a-vigorvus reſiſtance. *As ſoon as the Capitulari- 
on * was - ſigrd,- the - French took poſſeſſion. of the Fou/- 
ſelar Port, afid were really Maſters of » the place, before 
a great part of the Garriſon &new any 'thing of the 
ligning a-Capitulation ; and the.

Picardy : But this is not the only Article in which th ce 
- French violated the publick Faith of Capitulations. There 
is hardly one which they obſerved; they would not in 
ſeveral places ſuffer the Officers to come near the Sol- 
 diers that they miy be debauch'd with moreecaſe from 
aur Service by the -late King $s Officers. A little before 
the taking of Namur, they put the Officers in cloſe 
impriſonment : And -whereas by the Cartel, all Priſo- 
ners are reclaimable withia a Fortnight after they are 
taken, and that *twas expreſly capitulaced, the Garriſon 
ſhonld be made Priſoners of War, according to the 
Cartel made in the beginning of this War ; and that 
Prince Yandemont accordingly reclaimed theſe Priſoners, 
the fortaight being expired, and offered their Ranſom ; 
et the Marechal de Yilleroy, by the Fr nch King s Or- 
ers, refuſed to return them till the Campagne ſhould 
be over: All which were' notorious violations of the 
Capitulation , without the leaſt Regard or Honour to 
the publick Faith. All the while our Soldiers were 
thus detained Priſoners contrary to the . Capitulation, 
they perſecuted and oppreſſed them to make them 
take on with the late King's Officers ; by which means 
a great .many Soldiers have been forced away from 
our Service; and, I dare ſay, as 'many, as could have 
been -Joſt-in a brave defence of Dixmuyde; and there- 
fore, notwithſtanding that the pretext, to capitulate was 
for the pretended ſafety and preſervation of the Regiments 
in a place not tenable -againſt the Enemies Power :. yet 
it: has Leen this very Capitulation which has ruined 
and ſpoiled ſeyeral fine and good Regiments, and has 
rendred ſome almoſt incapable of doing the King any 
Service for ſome time. I wiſh for my part that I could 
have been ſilent ia this Matter, and that 1 could 
(like the Painter) have drawn a Curtain over this Spot 
and\ Blemiſh of our Campaign; and if this was the 
faukk of ' ſome particular Men, yet the Body af the

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Garriſon had-'the ſafne Heart and Soul with their Com- 
manders that did fuch' Wonders before Namur; and there- 
fore 1 hope the brave will not think themſelves con-

The French having made themfelves Maſters of ' Dix- 
miryde, the Marechal 'de Yelleroy marched with his Army 
the 19th. from the Neighboorhood. of Rowfſelar to Aj- 
ſeel, whence the Marquilſs de Fergueres was immediately de- 
wtachd with a Body of Foot to attack' Deine. 
rel s Regiment had -been ſent to reinfarce' this. G1rriſon 
from the Camp at Or/tackre, the Brigadier commanged 
init,” The Day before the place was inveſted, the Re- 
giment -of Scheltinga was ſent here from Audenarde to 
reheve «the Swediſh Regiment , that was in Garriſon, 
which went back to »dinarde 'in the place of Schil- 
tinga. At the ſame time- that Ferguieres was detach'd 
with a Body of Foot to attack Denſe, the. Marechal de 
Viltervyy ordered a Body of - Horſe to paſs the Ly; at 
Gathlen to inveſt the place on the other fide of this Ri- 
ver before Pereghem, which joins to Deinſe by a Bridge - 
over -the River. This place is not flrong by - ſityati- 
on, and the Fortications abont it were- bnt a good Re- 
trenchment palifladed, which - was double towards Ay- 
ſe-l one within another, this being the weak fide of the. 
Town, the reſt being a Moraſs- canſed by the Neigh- 
bourhood of the E's: Without © this double Retrench- 
ment, diſtant a good Mnsket-ſhot from the place, there 
was a Star-work upon the way of Arſeel, and Thiet : - 
We had great Magazines of Hay. in this place, and 
eight pieces of Cannon, The Marquiſs de Fenquieres ſam- 
moned the Governour to ſurrender the place, who of- 
fered to do it upon honourable Terms ; dur the Marquifs 
de Fenqureres would hear of none but thoſe of Priſoners of 
War : To which Brigadier Oferrel conſented ; nnd'the 
Capitylation was Aigned the - 20th , and. the place deli»

The Garriſon was ſent to Doway ' and Cambray , 
which the Enemies could have ſent, if they would, as 
fir as Luxembu"gh without any breach of the Capitula- 
tion, and was treated in the ſame manner as the Gar- 
rifon of Dixmuyde. As ſoon as the' French had taken 
away all onr Magazines, which they fent by Water'to 
Courtvay, they demoliſhed the place, and took away the 
Paliflades. As for Dix-myde, the Enetnjes propos'd to 
| M 2 demne- 
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demoliſh the place , yyon condition: that they would. 
"not keep a Garriſon here, nor 'we neither , clſe that 


thcy would keep it (as it was) for a Winter Quar- 
ter, The Magiſtrates -of Dixmuyde made. the Propoſi- 
tion to the EleQtor ;: and- it is ſaid, that by mutual 
conſeit this place is ro remain demoliſhed ; and fo it 
continues this Winter without any Garriſon. * The 
French, all this while were Maſters -of the Country to 
the other. ſide of. the. of.- Bruges ,.. Which they 
plundered and deſtroyed. But for .the {eeurity of the 
Country on-our lide of the:Cana), Prince YVaudemme com- 
manded Sir David Coliier with. $ Regiments of Foot, and 
250 Horſe (12) to guard.the paſſages of - the Canal. 
Upon the Marechal ge Yilroy s motion towards Deinſe, 
the Duke of Wirtemberg. left his -Camp at- Placendal,the 
19th. and march'd to.. Bruges, and. incamp'd.- at Ocdel- 
ghem , near Cyuy: Port, to cover the place, or- to. joyn 
Prince Yaxdemont upon occaſion. Sir Hemy Beliafſis was 
left at Placendal, by the- Duke” of Fixang as he 
marchd from thence to Bruges : By. this poſition 
the Canal was gyarded .from: Ghent, to Bruges, and ſo to 
Oſtend... Sir. David Collier guarded the paſſages of the 
Canal near Ghent : The Duke of Wirtemberg was near 
Bruges, and Sir Henry Bellaſſis at 'Plajendal- Beſides -all 
this, Prince Yaxdcmont. poſted the Regiments of . Mac+ 
kay and . Torſey at Mulenſtein, a Paſſage upon the Ca» 
nal of Sas van Ghend:, which - covered the Prince's 
Army..at Ooftackre ; which was now reduced- to lixs 
teen or ſeventeen Battallions, by all theſe Detach- 
ments, which were ſo prudently ordered, that the French 
> offered to paſs .the Canals to get .into the Pair de 
Att, 


Villeroy having- made himſelf,. Maſter - of . Denſe came 
nearer to Ghent with his- Army, and incamp'd with his 
main Body between Neve!, where he had: his -Right, 
.and Gotzem upon the Ly, - where he had his Left.. A 
conſiderable ment of his Horſe paſy'd the Lys, ”

if they had a deſign then upon Audwarde,.. The Town 
of. Ghent having the Marechal ge ,Villero , with a pow- 
erful Army, for their near-Neighbour, provided as much 
as poflible they could for their* defence : They ſtop- 

up. the Waters to drown the Country - between 
the Lys and the Schcld, from Bruges Port to that of 
Courtray, and made ſome new Retrenchments upon the 
Hill without Courrray Port, which is the weakeſt, and 
moſt commanded part of the Town :. They mounted 
all their Artillery upon the Ramparts ; and Prince 
Vaundemont order'd a Detachment of' our Gunners for their 
Service. Twas. reported. they had made a great Pro- 
viſion of Bombs at Coxrtray, which made this plage fear 2 
Bombardment. 


This was the diſpoſition of onr Aﬀairs in Flanders 2+ 
bout this time, which I ſhall leave to go on with the 
Siege of Namur ; where the ill news of Dixmuyde and 
Denſe did . put us: a little out of Countenance : But 
firſt 1 muſt” remeruber to give an account of my Lord 
of Athlones Proceedings, who had been detachd with 
moſt of the Cavalry at the beginning of the Siege to - 
the River Pieton, to conſume the Forage between the 
Sambie. and Mons. He at firſt incamp'd at Pont de Celles 
vp2n this River, where he continued ſeveral days, and 
then advanced near to Binche, and incamped at Herlay« 
mbm-Capelle, near to Marimont ;, from whence, the 11 
he detached the Count 'd: Lippe Brigadier, with ſixteen 
Squadrons of Horſe, to march' towards the Enemies 
Line at Givry between Mons and the Sambre, to raiſe 
Contributions. At his return he halted near Rinch, 
an old Town between Mors and the Sambre, with des 
cayed Walls fabout it» The French make a Winter 
Quarter of this place; and in the Summer they keep 
In it a ſmall Garriſon, juſt ny to cover the . Town 
from Parties. Whilſt the Cay ry was upon the halt 
near this place, ſeveral Spaniſh and Walon Voluntiers,

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into the Town ,” aid" there was a ſmall Skirmiſh be- 
tween them and the French which defended it, Count 
Lippe hearing the Fire, ſent Orders to the Voluntiers 
ro retreat, and not to, meddle with © ; -But this handful 
of French , not content to be rid .of theſe: Voluntiers, 


_ purfued them, and fir'd upyn them; for which reaſon 


Coynt Lippe ſent a Detachment to repulſe them, which 
got into the Town with the Enemy, and made them- 
felves Maſters of it: It was a place which could not 
be kepr, and fv we abendoned it. 


I have left the Siege of Namur continued to the 19th, 
when all things were ready 'to make an Aſſault upog 
the Counterſcarp. Major-General Ljzdcboom was then in 
the Trenches, with Brigadier Selwyn, and the Regiments

who went on very © couragiouſly to the Glacis, 


fir'd their Grenades over the Paliſades in the cover'd 
way. The Enemjes had traverſgs paliſſaded all alon 
this coverd way, from the Porze, de. Fer.to the Meuſe, 
which added very much to the defence of the Counters 
farp. Notwitſtanding the Grenadiers. gained the Gla- 
cis. Byt the Enemies, under the. cover of their Tra- 
verſes, 'very much annoyed our Men, , and. piſputed the 
Lodgwents upan the, Glacis very hard; for which rea- 
&1/ the Regimehts of 717!decby "and? Sanderſon, marched 

| out 
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out" of their Trenches to the aſliftance ; bat when 
they came to lodge the Wooli-ſacks and Gabions upon 
rhe Paliflades of the Glacis, the-Enemies, who ſtill defended 
themſelves by the favour of their Traverſes, ſet them on 
fire, and: Tprang two -or three Fougaces or little Mines, 
which did fome damage, Several Grenadiers' leap'd o- 
ver the Palifſzdes in the cover d way, where they fought 
with 'a great deal of Bravery and Courage in the thick 
of the Enerpies. The Lodgment was-madeat laſt, and 
the - Enemics © were. forced to abandon the Counter- 
ſcarp. Our Cannon- and Bombs-play'd at the ſame time 
very dextroully and. furiouſly from both ſides of the 
Mevſe, and gall d the Enemy very much in their Works, 
aa time when they muſt fire with a 'great dea! of Art 
to annoy the Enemies, and not to hurt our own Men. The 
Engliſh made theiv Lodgment upon the Paliflades of the 
cover d way from before” the' Face 'of' the” Baſtion de 
St. Roch next to St. Nicholu Gate, to the left to- 
wards the Aexſe ;, and the Datch Grenadiers, who at- 
tack2d upon the left, carried it from the Halfmoon of - 
St. Nicholas to the point of the Demy-Baſtion® of the 
Meiſe, _ ſuſtained by Detachmeats from their Regi- 
giments in their Trenches, who behav'd themſelves with 
the fate Pravery as ours had done apon the Right. 
Baron de Haere Colonel of a Swediſh Regiment was kil- 
ted in this Action, and a Lieutenant-Colonel wounded,

Mill Maſters of two detach'd Baſtions upon the Hitt of

Grenadiers and 300 Mnsketiers went, of the other ſide. of 
the K iver, commanded by a Lieutenant-Colonel, and 6ob 
men, commanded by a Colonel, to ſuſtain 'them. Theſe 
were to march by the Maiſon Blanche along the way made 
to draw the Boats upon the River, and ſo under the Hills 
to the Ballance, They had beſides fix S:uatrons of Horſe 
- and Dragoons to march after them, and cover them from 
the Enemies Sallies out of the Caſtle.

the taking of the Paſſage, without attempting any thing 
tor the defence of it. As ſoon as we had made our 
ſelves Maſters of this Poſt ,, we ſent a Detachment tv 
the Abbey of Salſen, which the Enemies immediately a- 
bandoned, and we took poſleffion of it with a Captain 
and 100 men. Our loſs was very inconfiderable in 
the. gaining of this important Paſs ; we had not above 
forty men killed and wounded. - A Captain -of the Re- 
giment, of Sweriz was killed with a Cannon-ball, We 
relieved afterwards this Poſt every Eveniagg with a 
cON- 
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made: a Retrenchment at, the, cnd of the Bridge, where 
they were nnder ſhot of the | Carinon ot the Cohorn, 
which could not hurt them. 

The 18th, Having gaind the Connterſcarp we be- 
gan to work at a-Battery at the Foot. of the Bill to 
fre again{t the Half-moon of St. Nicholas, and the Baſti- 
on. de <r. Roch, Which Battery was very near the Gla- 
cis. The fame day' the Brandenbourghs having - finiſhed 
their parallel Lines along the Me»ſc, they made a;Line 
of Communication between them, - which ſo inclofed 
- the ;Faxxburg de. Jambe, and the taſtion of the Menſe 
"Bridge, that there was no fear of any (more Sallies of 
that de: This gave us ſuch a command of the River 
all-along- the Caſtle and Town, that' the Marechal ad: 
Bouflers ordered ali-the Boats they had under: the Town- 
Wall to be ſet on fire, leaſt rhey ſhould be ſerviceable 
to vs to paſs and attack the Breach our - Batteries had 
made along the Mewſe, The Enemies for the. farther: 
defence of the Town ( having loſt the Counterſcarp)' made 
a Retrenchment within the old Tower in the Figure of 
aHoru-work, from the Weſt-end of St. Nicholas his 
Church 'to the Meuſe, Our Batteries play%d very furi- 
ouſly. The Brandenburghs from the other fide of the 
Meufe, play'd as hard as they could againſt the Stone Digee 
that holds up the Water in the Foſt;. to heat jt, down 
and drain the Ditch, in order: to aſlankt the /Breach of 
the Demy-Baſtion, and of the Halfmoon :: |'ut the Digne 
was fo ftrong and thick, that it reſiſted yery much the 
fary of our -Cannon. (The Reader. is to obſerye,.tizat 
what I call Brandenbergh Batteries, are''the Durch Bat- 
teries of "the Brandenburgh fide; for the Brandenbs gb 
Forces had no Battering Pieces here.) At night (8) 
Major General *ab/ch and my Lord Carrs mounted the 
Trenches with the Brigade of Guards.

In-the Evening the E- 
leftor - of Bavaria made- a' very great Detachment-of the 
Dutch and Bavarian Troops -to the Ballance, in order to - 
have atracked the-Enemies within their | ine between the - 
Sambre and the Meyſe ; but becaufe- a conſiderable reſis 
ſtance was expetted, the King judg*d it too 1:te., and 
deferr d "it: till- the next” mornining : - However-the faid 
Detachment lay all night wpon their Arms -at the. Bal- 
lance to be ready to fall on in the morning : The Ene- 
mies, who foreſaw they could not keep their Line 
whilſt we - could- attack* them within, drew- away 
their Cannon from ir-this night. Major-General Lind: 
deboom mounted the 'Trenches with Erigad er Firz-Pa 
rrick, and the Regiments of Columbine, Fuſiliers., Tid- 
comb and” Stanley. ThE Durch upon: the Left had puſh'd 
their Trenches tothe Menſe along the Palifſades of the 
covered way ; -and. this night -they made ſome Traver- 
ſes along the narrow Beach under the bank of the Ri- 
ver, before the point : of : the Demy Baſtion of the 
Menſe, to come at the Foot of the Digue to mine it ; this 
Digne joyns - the point of 'the Demy-Baſtion to the co» 
vered-way, to damm up the Waterin the Foſſe. 

The 2oth. early in the morning - (being 'then rainy 
weather) the - Detachment we had rready - at the Balance 
to atrack the Enemies in the inſide of their Line, marctfd 
out for - this Enrerpriſe. The Detachment conſiſted 
in all of - about 'Booo men, whereof about 40-0 march'd 
from the Balance up the Hill, to get in between the Line 
and the Caſorre, and the other 40co march'd from the Line 
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of Circumvallation between the Sambre and 'the Afen + 
to attack the Line. in Front, the Durch and. Bavarian: 
upon the. lefr of the Gate, ,and the Brandenburgh's upon 
the right. The Elecor. of Bavaria was preſent in the 
whole Attack. A conſiderable Detachment off about 1 000 
Horſe and Dragoons was polted hetween-the: Balance and 
the Abbey of. aſter, to hinder the Enemies from ſally- 
ing this way upon our Men, and the aſcent of the HiK 
of Cohorn cover d them pretty well from the Enemies 
Cannon-ſhot. Major-General Sn erin commanded the Drch 
at. the Attack in front of the Line upon. the left of the 
Gate, where the Bavarian Battery of - 7 pieces of Cannon 
had began to ſpoil the parapet,.. The Datch and Bavarians 
march'd up. from the Balance. in feveral Lines, being co-

Dragoons towards the Cohor# ,, of - which ' we have 
now ſpoken. When ' they came up, the Enemies 
did-not long diſpute their two Traverſes they had made 


within the Line, but retired to the perpendicular Line of 


Communication between the Line and_the Caſorte ; This 
gave Major-General wer! opportunity to get. over the 
Line at his Attack, and ſv te joyn-and-fall. upon the 
Enemies-in this Retrenchment of Communication. The 
Brandenburghs at the ſame time kept the Enemies _ d 
upon the right of the. Line towards the Meuſe, fo thas 
they could not ſo well defend this Communication, which 
they were forced at laſt to yield, and-the whole Line, 
being near an Erngliſb half Mile in length, anda prodigious 
Work cut into the. very Rock, which- coſt the Enemies a 
vaſt deal of Money and Labour: We gain'd this hardl 
without any loſs not having as yet above 20 men kill'd an 
wounded. The Enemies had a Battery of 2 pieces of Can- 
non-upon the deſcent of the Hill of Cohors towards Salſer, 
oo menwers detached out of the Bawarian Troops to 
ce the Enemies from this Battery, which they diſpu- 
ted a little, but when they abandon'd it-to retire in 
the Cohorn, we found that they had before ſent: off the 


two pieces of Cannon. A- Darch Battalion, with - ſome 
Bate 
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Bavarian Dragoons ſuſtained the 30) men detach'd, who 
having forced the Enemy from the Battery , purſued 
them to the covered way of the Cohorn, -where they 
went, as it they had been to' make themſelves Maſters of 
the Work, but a great many paid for their raſhneſs, and 
periſhed gear the-upper point of the covered way of the 
Cohorn, \ After we had gain'd the Enemies Line, we 
worKkd” to make a Lodgment within the Line-parallel 
ro the coyered -way of the Caſorre, which took up all 
he Hill berween the two Rivers. The E- 
iſpured the Lodgment very hard, making a con- 
tinual fire from the covered wa; before the Caſorre 
and with "the Cannon they had in this place ; ut 
we 'at-laſt Finiſhed ir, which continued in this con- 
dition ''till we beſieged; the Caſtle; the Guardhcing 
relieved-daily at this Poſt by a Brigadier and four or 
five "Regiments. '*Twas in making of this Lodgment, 
and before” the Cohorn that we loſt moſt Men, which 
amounted- to about . 300 men XxiMed and wounded, A 
Captain of the Elefor's Guards was killed ; one of ' the 
Eletor's Ingeniers, and -one of his Gentlemen wound- 
ed, 1 have'not heard of any - other Officers of norte, 
Thus we took this mighty Work deſignd to 'render the 
Caſtle impregaable, and which would -indeed have ren- 
derd the attacking of the Caſtle- very difficult if it had 
been continued down the Hill to the Balance upon the 
Sambre; for this Paſſage being once gain'd, the Line cat 
be attac'd within, which renders it weak and not defenſi- 
ble. And ſince we have made our ſelves Maſters of Namw, 
we have work'd to uce this Line down the Hill to the 
Ballance to fortifie this Paſs of the Sambre. 

The fame day (20.) we ſprung a Mine under the 
Digne to blow it up, to let the Water (by the ruining 
of this Work) out of the Foſſe ; but being juſt npon the Ri- 
ver, fo that we could notget under the Foundation, and the 
Stone-work being very hard; it could not have #ny axtra- 
ordinary effet : However, by this time a great deal of the 
Digue was beat down, and the Water was confiderably funk 
in 
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in the Foe, The Ring had this Day the unfortunate 
news of Dixmuyde ; at which the whole Army was very 
much concern'd. In the Evening Major General Ram/c:» 
had the Trenches, and Brigadicr S:/wyn, with the R Cgt- 
ments of Collingw od, Lauder, Ingoldesby, and Sanderſon. 
21ſt. The Engliſh Battering-pieces, which had come from 
Ghent to Malines by Water,came pretty near our Camp, un 
der a ſtrong Eſcorte, having been brought by Land from 
this place, and drawn , with our own Horſes, a Horſe of 
a Cnpany being commanded out of all the Regiments 
upon . Exg!iſh Pay- In this Siege. The Captains were ve- 
ry" willing to 'do this Service; and ſome Colonels ſent ſe- 
veral Horſes more than was orderd. Major-General 
Saliſch reliev'd the Trenches, and my Lord George Ha- 
milton, with the Regiments of Maitland, Naſſau, Seloyr, 
and Trelawney. 22d. Our Artillery from Aalmes came in- 
to the [ ine to be. employ*d in the Siege; One” of our 
Bombs fell into a Magazine of Grenades the Enemies had 
upon the old Wall, between the old Tower and St. N;- 
chola,?s Gate ; the Bomb blew up the Grenades, and put 
them on fire, which made ſuch a noiſe that the Enemies.- 
within thought it had been an Aſſiulz, and drew out to 
the Gate as faſt as they conld to defend the place... At 
Night Major-General Lindeb-om had- the Trenches, . and 
my Lord Cutts with the Brigade of Guards, the Dutch 
Guards excepted, who did Duty at the King's Quarter. 
The 23d. carly in the Morning a Battery of 18 pieces of 
Cannon of our Engliſh Artillery began to play very vigo- 
rouſly upan the Face of the Baſtion of St. Roch to- 
wards St. Nicholas's his Gate, and ſoon beat, down all 
the Stone-work of it ; but the Enemies were ſtill Ma- 
ſters of the coverd way upon the right of the point 
of this' Baſtion towards the Porte de Fer ;, fo that it was 
neceſſary in order to make afterwards an Attack npon 
the Breach to extend onr Lodgment upon the cover 
way to the right of this Baſtion , and conſequently 
to make another Aſſault to drive the Enemies out of the 


Traverſes they had in this cover*d way, of which they = 
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ſtill Maſters. This Aſſault was reſolv'd upon* for this 
Evening for the Engliſh, and another for the Durch upon 
the breach of the Demy-baſtion of the Meuſe. 


In the Evening Major-General Ramſay had the Tren- 
ches, and. Brigallier Fitz Parrick, with the Regiments of 
Seymoxr, Royal, Columbine, and the - Fuſiliers. The At- 
tack began .about. the relieving 'of the Trenches, as u- 
Aually, to have: the more. Regiments to ſuſtain : 200 
Engliſh Grenadiers were "ordered to extend our Lodg- 
- ment .upon.: the Right, - and 200 Darch to make an Aſſau 
.upon-the..Breach of the Demy-baſtion, Captain Milticz of 
Eſfſcr*s Regiment, and Adjutant-General to the Prince of 
. Naſſa -Sarbruck » commannet the Durch ; The 
were commmanded by four ins, of which Captain 
"Bouth .of Collingwood was the firſt. The Attack began 
-but little before $an-ſet , and -the Diſpute laſted- ve- 
xy late in the night. Our Cannon and Mortars made a ter- 
rible. noiſe, and the Small-ſhot went on-very briskly for 
A great while, The Enemies diſputed their Lodge- 
.ment very long and very well, where ſome of their 
Oſfcers lignalized themſelves very much, paticularly one, 
who ſtood a great while upon the very. Paliſſades, ex- 
pas'd to all the Fire of our Cannon enconreging 3 
en, and waving his Hat over his Head : The” Ear: 
torn up by the grazing of our Cannon-balls covered him 
+twice or thrice,..and when our Officers, who admir'd his 
Bravery, expetted him to be knock'd on the Head, he 
ſtill got up again : However, in ſpight of the Enemies 
Teliſtance we extended our Lodgmeat conſiderably up- 
on. the Right. ' My Lord Cuts, who commanded 
Brigade of Guards In the Trenches this day , had 
Captain Wentworth Lieutenant of the Second Regi- 
ment of Guards ( who waited upon his Lordſhip to 
carry his Orders to the Brigade ) killed with a Muſ- 
. ket-ball juſt by him. Lieutenant-Colonel Sk-tron, the Major 
of the Brigade, commanded my ,Lord Cus/*s Battallion 
of Guards, ſo that he could - not perform the -

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The Dutch Granadiers marched on: very bravely over the Fuh. 
Diguc, though it was but narrow, and conſequently a very LAY 


HadvantagiousDefile to attack a Breach ; nevertheleſs they 
carried it, and lodged themſelves upon the Demi-Baftion, 
of which they continued Maſters for above an hour; but 
the Demi-Baſtion being narrow, and the Granadiers crow- 
ded upon it, the Enemy fo pelted them with Granado's from 
the old Wall within, that they were forced to abandon it, 
and to Lodge themſelves without, at the foor of the Baſtion, 
and though *rwas dark nighe yet the Artillery till fired 
very hard to difturb the Enemies, to facilitate our Aﬀault, 
which was the reaſon that ſometimes our own Cannon did 
us harm 3 however, our Loſs was not anfwerable to the 
rerribleneſs of the noiſe in the Attack; *We had in the Bri- 
gade of- Guards but nine Men killed, and thirteen wound- 
ed, and 1 ſuppoſe our Loſs was proportionable in the other 
Regiments. In ' the firſt Regiment of Engliſh Guards, 
Captain Cripeny and Enfign Shure were wounded : in the 
Royal Regiment, Lieutenant Archibald Hamil:cm, wounded; 
in Sehwyn's, Lieutenants Caſt/cs, and  Corbonnel killed : In 
Trelawney's, Enſign Nuby killed, Captain Mitchel and Lieu- ' 
tenant Cole, wounded : In Stanley's, Captain Holiday of the 
Granadiers wounded ; In Maitland”s, Lieutenant Carrent, 
killed. The King did not leave the Att 1ck till all was over, 
and did not return to his Quarters till after Mid-night. "The 
24th. our Engliſh Pattery played very hard upon the Ba- 
ftion de St. Rechb, in order to make the Breach Atrackabie, 
now that our T odgment upon the Conterſcarp was ſuttici- 
ently extended for an Aſſault; all the other Batteries played 
with the fame vigour, and the Brandenburgh*s particularly, * 
to make the Breach of che Femi-Baſtion more calie, and 
to Ruine the Half Moon of St. Nichclas, The Bridge of, 
Communication between chis Half Moon and the Curtain 
was quite broke to pieces,fo that the Enemies could no more 
Relieve ic. 'Bnt when we expeRed yet another Aſſault upon 
the Breache: for the next day, the Count de Gui/card came 
himfelf upon the Breach ct the Demi-Paſiion, where he 
Ordered a white Flag to be put up, to Capiculate ; upein

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which all the Batteries were rmnngyy or ge to be 
ptain of the 
Scors Guards, who waited upon Major-General Ramſay 
in the Trenches, was ſent to the Breach to know what 
Count Guiſcard deſired, who asked to = with Major- 
General Ramſay ; Whereupon the Major-General went him- 
lf, and after uſual Civilities on both ſides, the Count de 
Gwi{card told him, That though the Neceflity and Condition 
of their Aﬀairs was not ſuch as to oblige them to Capitulate, 
yet for the Preſervation of the Town, they were willing to 
pive it up upon Honourable Terms, and delired that Ho- 
Ko might be exchanged, to enter upon the terms of the 
Capiculation. Major-General Ram/ay told him, That he 
would acquaint the Duke of Holfein-Ploen with it, whoſe. 
Quarter was juſt by ; and that he ſhquld have his Anſwer 
in an kour. The word of Honour being given an bath ſides 
for a Ceſſation of Arms, during the time, Major-General 
Ramſay went himſelf to the Duke of Holfem-Ploen,and from 
thence to the King, who Dined this day at his own Quar- 
ter, being come very late from the Attack the over night, 
and ſo could not be in the Trenches the rext Morning, 
His Majeſty ſent the Major-General back to the Trenches, 
with power to exchange Hoſtages; and an Expreſs was 
ſent to the Eleor of Bawaris, to give him notice of it, and 
to Commiſſion a Perſon to Treat with Count Guiſcard for 
the Surrendring of the Town. Major-General Ram/a 
being returned to the Trenches, acquainted the Count 
Gui/card that he could give Hoſtages to enter into Treaty. 
Whereupon the Count de Negent, Colonel of the King's 
Regiment of Dragoons, and the Chevalier de Ville Fr: 
Major of Brigade , came out of the Town for Hoſtages 
for the Beſeged. Colonel Seymuwr,and Lieutenant- Colonel 
Srerkin of the Hannover Troops, and Major of Brigade, 
went up the Breach into the Town,for Hoſtages of our ſide. 
The Baron de Noimoent went in for the Eletor of Bavaria, 
to Treat about the Terms of the Capitulation ; which was 
after ſome conteſtation, agreed upon, and Signed the next 
day by the Elector of Bavaria; and conlilted of _

The Evening after the Capitulation fign'd, Colonel 
Lauder took Polleftion of the Porte de Fer, with 500 Men, 
as 'tis agreed upon in the Eighth Article, putting a Guard 
inthe inner Gate, in a Line oppoſite to the Guard of the 
Beſieged. His Majeſty was preſent, and the French Officers 
crowded very much upon the Rampart to ſee the King, ask- 
ing ſtill where the King was, and which was the King ? 

we had Poſleſlion of this Gate, we began to draw off 
our Batteries, and the Day following, in the Morning, 
the Garrifon of the Redoubts: of St. Fiacre, St. Anthony , 
and Piedneir 3 the two firſt xpon the ſide of the Hill, be- 
fore the Town, between St. Nicolar's Gate, and the

Porte de Fer, and the laſt at the Foot of the Hill, before 
the Porte de Fer, covering the Sluyce of the Brook of Ve- 
derin, which runs in the Foſſe at this Place. We-found 
their Falconnets in theſe Forts, which had fo gall'd us in 
our Trenches before the Counterſcarp ; one was of King 
Henry the Fourth's Reign, with his Artillery Deviſe upon 
it, Ratio witima regum. As ſoon as the Capitulation was 
ſign'd . Count de Naſax-weilbowrg Major-General, was 
detach'd with about 22 Squadrons of Horſe towards 
Bruſſels, to join and re-inforce Prince Vauemont”s. Army. 
The EleRor of Bavaria nam'd the Count de Brovey Go- 
vernour of Namur, till ſuch a time as the King of Spain 
ſhould approve of him, or appoint another : this Govern- 
ment, with that of Mons, the Citadels of Anrwerp, and 
Ghendt, and the Town of Ofend, being always- reſerr'd 
to the King's own Nomination ; the reſt is at the Choice 
of the Governours of the Low-Countries, Fhe 25th. the 
Count de Brouay, Governour of Namur , and Sergeant- 
General 4+ Bataille, rook Poſſeſſion of the Place, with Six 
Dutch Regiments, after the French had: withdrawn into 
the Caſtle. The Town was not much endammag'd by 
the Siege ; that Street only which leads to St. Nicolas's 
Gate being batter'd by our Cannon and Bombs, it be- 
ng impoflible to fire *em ſo jultly always, but that ſome 
muſt get into the Town ;| however, we avoided it as much 
as we could : And as for the Condition of the Breaches, 
they were ſuch, chat the Belieged could yer have ſuſtain'd 
another Aſſault ; for the Breach of the Baſtion of St. Roch

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Erle. This , ame Evening Colonel 7iffexy's Regiment 
came up to Braſſels, having detach'd * Lieutenant- 
General Bellaſis his Army in Flanders, with the Regiment 
of Buchan, which was commanded for that time to Gar- 
riſon in Maline:. Ranſaw's Brigade was. re-inforc'd with 
4 Battalions more ; ſo that belides the Guard commanded 
by the Major-General, between 4 and ooo Men en- 
camp'd within the Ports of Flanders and Anderlechr. 

During all this hurry, and terrible Por yrniear for. the 
Bombarding of Bruſſels, the Ele&'rels of Bavaria was in 
her 7th. Month big with Child ; which fo affeted her, 
that ſhe miſcarried this Evening of a Boy, to the grear 
Grief of the Elector of Bavaria, and the whole Courr, 
and I dare ſay no lefs, to the Regret of the King and 
Queen of Poland: This Milcarriage. made the Ele&”reſs 
jou. wh ru gt and the Elector at this time was carrying 
on the Siege of the Caſtle of Namur." So that the French 
Bombs have not only kindled a Fire in Bruſſels, but (may 
be) as far as Warſaw, where the French Ambaſſador has us'd 
all his Art to extenuate the Matter at the Court of Poland. 
At Night the Enemies open'd the Trench terween the 
Fauxbourg of Coukelberg and th2 Gate of Anderlechr, ' to

on the Cauſey berween Bruſſels and Anderlech:, where the 
Gazrifon had always an advanc'd Guard : This Poſt was 
nowdefended by a Major and-200 Men ; but becaule it

 Frenchand Swiſs % to attack this Poſt abour Midnight g; 
which the Major defended very bravely for near an Hour, 
but was at laſt forc'd to yield to the Enemies Power : The 
Fire of this Atrack alarm'd our Camp, but without any 
farther Conſequence.

There 
is a little River that has irs fſprin ut Gemblours, and 
falls into the Sambre, which contributes very much to the 
ſtrength of- this Camp ; for in its ſhort e to the Sam- 
bre, it runs along a narrow Valley, with Hills upon each 
ſide, which makes the Paſſage of it difficult, and fo much 
the more that. the ſide of the Hills towards the River is 
coverd with thick Trees. At Maſy the Ground is more le- 
vel on both ſides of the River, which makes this a conſi- 
derable Paſſage, being the only one from Gemblours to the 
Sambre that is convenient for an Army. Beyond May, as 
this River comes near the Sambre by Melmont, it runs at 
the Foot of a ſteep Hill cover'd with thick Trees, which 
made our [ eft between Spy and Melmont inaccetlible to the 
Enemy. Our Right was cover'd from Beſſire and Gol/ines, 
the Prince's Quarter, (beſides the little River now menti- 
on'd) with ſeveral thick Woods, as far as Gemblours; and 
there was no paſlage from the Enemy into this Camp, but 
by Gemblours, . Conroy le Chaſteau, and fo to the narrow

Brigadier Fitspatrick continu'd with his 
Eight Battalions at St. Denis. We had: a good Pody 
of Horſe poſted at Ypignies before our Right. At our 
coming to this Ground, we ſaw: the Enemies.encamp'd 
with their Left near the Mehaigne, between Ramelies and 
Taviers, and their Right ſtretching towards Orbazs, .with 
Perwys before them, and Malewre in their Rear. Ac 
Night we continu'd our Retrenchment from Du, to the 
Wood upon our Right, to be defended by the Heſſe 
Troops, and: ſome of the Body of Foot. 

The 21ſt. we continu'd our Fire: againſt the: Caſtle 
with the uſual Fury, to make all Things ready for ano- 


ther Aſſault, We began to apply the Miner to the.

Auguſt. Breach of the Cobdrne 3 for our Catinon firing from. the 
Rs Town, and the other ſide of the River up the Hill, 
could only break down the upper part of the Work, 
whilſt the Foot of it remain'd entire underthe Shot of our 
Cannon ; and beſides, having gain'd the Counterſcarp 
of this Work, our Cannon could not play againſt the 
Cohorne, without doing harm to our own Men: And 
this I ſuppoſe was the Reaſon why we deſign'd in the 

laſt Attack to carry the Counterſcarp and Breach all 

onoe. At Night Major-General] Lindebo5w mounted t 
Trenches, with po aaa 6-e hy 
Martchal de Villeroy -pals'd the one, With 2 | 
of Horſe, and advanc'd as far as Tpigmes. ho 
grand Guard we had here, retreated to the Camp yon 
his Approach, their Orders being not to engage. The 
Mar&chal de Villeroy left the main of his Body of Horſe, 
and rid on, full ſpeed, with two Squadrons of Huſſars, 
(whoſe Horſes are very flect, and: fit tor ſuch a purpoſe) 
cloſe to our Retrenchments, upon our Right, to view 
our Works; and to obſerve our Camp : He continued 
here, wheeling ſometime to the Right, and ſometime 
to the Lett, near a little Hedge that cover'd him. We 
brought down/fome Pieces of to fire upon him, 
which as foon as he perceiv'd it,herid off full ſpeed with his 
rwo Squadrons under the ſhelter of a Wood we had be- 
tore the Heſſe Retrenchment. At the fame time that 
we brought down our Cannon, we drew up ſeveral Re- 
giments of Foot within our Line, expecting the Ene- 
mies'; but no Action happend, only ſome pickeering (as 
-they term it 3) that is, when ſingle Men ach hem. 
ſelves voluntarily from both ſides, to meet and fire upon 
one another, and then retire to their ſeveral Bodies again. 
The Marcchal de Villeroy having obſerv'd the Poſture of 
' our Camp, and our ſtrong Retrenchments, rid back 
again full ſpeed with his H»ſ/ars, to the main Body of 
Horſe he had left at the heighth of Ypignies. We de- 
tach'd ſome Squadrons after him, the grand Mow/queraires 
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of Brandenbouryh being one of them z but without any Augap 


other Aion , than the former Pickeering. Villeroy 
having found us ſo well poſted in this Place, would 
yet try to find out a Paſſage for the Relief of 
Namur, berween - our Right and the Meſe 5 and 
therefore he went with his Detachment of Huſ- 
ſars, towards the Village of Verderin, where there is 
another narrow Plain upon the skirt of a thick Wood, 
which _ None continues to the Fo Wag Dra- 
oons. of Dop Eppinger were po , where 
Soy made, a Retrenchment ; and the Cavalry of 
the Right was commanded this Day, with Lumley's 
Brigade, to join theſe Dragoons, for the Defence of 
this Poft, with Colliers Brigade, which hitherto had 
contimu'd 'in the little Retrenchmene, in the Wood 
berween St. Denis, and Golfines. Thus Villeroy found 
all the Paſſages guarded before the Town from the 
Sambre, where the River of Mafy falls into it, by all 
theſe Villages we have mention'd, round to the Mewſe 
below Namur , at our Bridge of Communication ; 
making, with Woods, Rivulets, and Retrenchments, a 
kind of an onter Line of Circamvallation , near 
Twelve Engliſh Miles in length. And-this was thought - 
a better Defence, than to have  diſpured the Paſ- 
ſage of the Mchaigne to the Enemies, when they came 
to Perwys, 
hough Villeroy had now loſt all Hopes of doing any 
thing for the Relief of the Caftle, for: he found 
that he could not attack us without, hazarding the 
Lofs of his whole Army, and that ours was in a good 
Condition , and ſtrongly poſted, ( and indeed our 
Strength was ſuch, that, I believe, had nor the Siege 
of the Caſtle depended upon the Iffue of a Batcel, 
we {hould hardly have put a Spade. in the Ground 
ta have made a Retrenchment) yet the _ Enemies 
Preſence at Perwys was very inconvenient to 'our 


Army, which was now ſhut up in a kind of a Las 
ot.

Yo They had. cut off all Communication with Bruſſels 
and, Lowvain, from whence we had our Proviſions : 
They were now Maſters of the River-ſide, between

where Forage Was very ſcarce ; 


the Mar&tchal de Villeroy ſecur'd his Communi- 
cation. with Charleroy and Mons, by leaving the Mar- 
quis de - Harcourt with a ſmall Army near Fleury : 
From. whence .it appears, that if the F-ncb had 
not left the Caſtle to the laſt Extremity, before they 
came to Relieve it, it might have prov'd of a very 
dangerous Conſgquence to our Army , which would 
have becn in a manner depriv'd of Subſiſtance. for 
Man ind Horſe. But. they muſt bombard , Rruſſels 
firſt, and ſo they. came too late ; and I cannot -ima- 
gine the Reaſon of this Proceeding , unleſs they be- 
hev'd all- the Reports of -our Loſſes, publiſh'd in the 
Paris Gazariez and fo to let the Siege run on, to ſhat- 
ter our Army, and then to come at laſt with their 
Army, to give the finiſhing Stroke to .our Ruine.

Thus this Important Place is fallen into our hands, which as 
the Prench ſaid, could be Reſtored, but not Taken, which juftly 
deſerves the name of one of the ſtrongeſt Towns of Exrope. 
When Don Jobn of Auſtria took it by Stratagem out of 
the bands of the States of the Low Countreys , who kept a 
Garriſon init by the Pacification of Ghene, he ſaid that he had 
now the Key of the Netherlands in his Pocket, and that he was 
Maſter of the Countrey : We may as well ſay now, That fince 


Namur opens the way between the Sambre and the Muſe, 


where the _ have _ veces ne K, that if we 
maintain that ſuperioriry of Forces we laſt Campagne, 
(as-it is our Intereſt, and the ſure way of bringing the War” co a 
ſpeedy and happy Conclufion) that ir is the Key of Peace in our 
hands : And if we conſider the vaſt ſtrength of che Place, both 
by Nature and by Art, the great Garriſon in it, the Character 
of a Marechal of — in = lo, = _C fog Marechal 
of Bouffler; in particular, thar de it with the many Hi 
and Conſiderable Officers under him : The great Frvar! Bw. 
cern'd on both ſides, either to Cover or Attempt the Relief of 
this Siege, it may juſtly be rank'd among the moſt Famous 
Sieges Regiſter'd in Hiſtory : But that which adds very much to 
the Boldneſs of the Undertaking, and which ſhews the Viſible 
Bleſſing of Almighty God vpon ir (which we ought _—— 
Z2 chank- 
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thankfully ro acknowledge) is, rhat at the ſame time. we had a. 
weak Frontier left Naked, and expoled toa Powerful Enemy : 
Brufſelles, Bruges, and ©benar teem d to be at their [\iſcretion ;, 
and rhovgh we had both Arth and wuderard, yet they covered 
none of theſe great and defencelels Places: And tis not to be 
doubted, but that the French could have done us a vaſt deal of 
Milchief in our weak Frontiers, ſuch as would have over bal- 
lanc'd the Loſs of Namur , if they had nor ſet their heart 


upon the Raiſing of this Siege; bur ir was the Darling of the | 


the French Kings Conquelts, ie fineſt Scene of his Hiſtory, and 
therefore a Place not to be taken, but by the Arms of Fram, 
and Lewis the 14th; in Perſon : If we likewiſe compare the pre- 
ſent Strength of Namwr to what it was vhen the French aa! it, 
and our Frontier to theirs; this muſt raile a vaſt difference be. 
rween the Siege of Namur 1692, and that of 1695. And that 
which muſt tlevate the Glory of His Majeſty, the Great and 
Happy ConduQtor of this Siege , above all that other Conque- 
rors have done, is, That ſuch Monarchs have made Conqueſts. 
for themſelves, Conqueſts to opprels their Newran, and to 
Raile a Mighty Empire upon their Ruine : But His Majeſty 
Expos'd Bimſelf dayly to the greateſt Dangers to Conquer for 
the good of Exyope, to free it from Oppreſhon , and to Eſtabliſh. 

I ſhall fay 
no more concerning this Famous Siege, but that the Forces of 
all the Allies concera'd in it, have Acquitted themſelves like 
Gallant Men, . aud by forcing this ſtrongeſt Kan par: the Ene- 
mies had in the Conquer'd L ow.
